BILLIONS SPENT 
BY THE GOVERNMENT 


FOR WAR PURPOSES 


(ASSOCIATED PRE«S TELEGRAM) 


WashitiKtou, Feb. 5.—Ten mouths 


of the war has cost the United States 
about $7.100.000,000—at the rate 
of 
$71,000,000 
a 
month, nearly 


$24.000.000 a day. 


More than half of this huge sum, 


or $4,121,000,000, has been paid as 
loans to the allies, and the balance, 
about 
$3,000,000,000, 
represents 


America's outlay for its own war 
purposes, exclusive of more. than 
$600,000,000 for ordinary govern- 
mental expenses. 


The war's toll in money is in- 


creasing at the rate of more than 
$100,000,000 a month, and indica- 
tions now are that the two remaining 
months of the nation's first year as 
a belligerent will run its war bill to 
nearly 
$10,000,000,000, of which 


$5.000,000,000 will be for allied 
loans and about the same amount 
for the army, navy, shipping board 
and other war agencies. 


These 
figures, 
computed 
today 


from the latest available treasury 
figures, 
show that 
although the 


country's expenditures are running 
into totals never before dreamed of, 
they are 
below official estimates 


made early m the war. Since vwar 
was declared April 6, and the fiscal 
>ear for -which estimates we're made 
did not begin until July 1, it is dii- 
ficult to compare precisely the»act- 
ual war cost with the fiscal year es- 
timates. 
Most of the war expenses 


have been incurred since July 1, 
however, and the total outlay since 
then has been $6.500.000,000 in a 
little more than seven months, as 
compared with estimates of $18,- 
431 000.000 for the entire year. 


Two factors are held mainly re- 


sponsible for this difference. 
Of- 


ficials of the war, navv and other 
departments 
figured 
liberally on 


their expenditures originally, to al- 
low a margin of financial safety. In 
addition, production of ships and war 
supplies has failed to develop as 
rapidly as had been planned 
Of- 


ficials point out also that as big con- 
tracts for ships and army materials 
fall due in the next few months, the 
expenses may run up faster than is 
anticipated even now. 


Government borrowings on the two 


Liberty loans have paid for four- 
fifths of the war's cost, the taxation 
and a few minor ordinary govern- 
ment receipts for about one-fifth.

DROPS BOMBS OHTHE ENEMY 


Amulng Story of Voyago of British 


Battle Airplane to Turkish Capital 
From London—German Headquar 
tera and 'Turkish War Office Bom- 
barded—Long Trip Made Without 
Engine Trouble of Any Kind. 


For the first time the amazing story 


of a British battle airplane's flight to 
Constantinople from London, and its 
sequel In the bombardment of the Ger- 
man headquarters and the Turkish war 
office there was told by Mr. Handley 
Page and Mr. Basil Johnson of London, 
whose firm built the engines that flew 
the 2,000 miles without a hitch. 


Loading op at Hendon, the machine, 


which with spares and luggage was 
more than six tons in weight, proceed- 
ed to Paris, Lyons, and, to avoid the 
Alps, continued by way of Marseilles. 
From Marseilles the journey was by 
way of Spezzla to Pisa, Rome, Naples 
and Otranto, which was the last point 
over friendly country. The next, and 
perhaps the most difficult stage of the 
journey, was over the Albanian Alps 
to Salonica, a trip of 250 miles across 
mountains varying from 8,000 to 10,000 
feet, with no suitable place for landing 
In case of need. 


Off for Constantinople. 


Squadron Commander Savory, who 


was the chief pilot, told him, said Mr. 
Handley Page, that they could see wild 
Bulgarian horsemen below, who were 
running about In every direction, wait- 
ing for a chance to bill them If they 
came down. 


From 
Salonica 
the 
adventurous 


party flew to their base, overhauled 
the machine, and prepared for a long- 
distance bombing expedition to Con- 
stantinople, a distance of about 320 
miles. 


On their attacking trip they set forth 


with 16 bombs, and on arriving at the 
Sea of Marmora throttled down from 
2,000 feet to 1,600 feet, the Golden 
Horn and other points being clearly in 
view. 


After a short survey of the lights of 


Constantinople, and in order to make 
sure of their objectives, they came 
down to 800 feet and dropped a salvo 
of four bombs, hoping to reach the, 
Goeben, which was anchored Just be- 
neath them. Unfortunately they missed 
the vessel, but managed to hit one or 
two submarines that were lying along*, 
side her.

Turning on their track, they made 


another attempt on the Goeben, and 
this time, In spite of the attentions of a 
number of Turkish and German antl-j 
aircraft guns, managed to plant four 
bombs on the battleship. 


Then they flew up to a ship called | 


the General, which was the headquar- 
ters of the German staff, and dropped 
two bombs on her. to the great conster- 
nation of naval and military officers 
assembled in her saloons. 


One more target, too tempting to be 


missed, attracted the < Intrepid avla- 
OTS, and they next made their way to 
:hat part of fhe town where the Turk- 
sh war office was situated and dropped) 
wo more of their bombs on the bulld- 
ng. The Turkish official report on the 
atter Incident quaintly minimized mat- 
ers by saying: "The war office was not 
destroyed.**

Verdun, when the French sprung a 
surprise attack. Captain Whitehair 
beat the French to it by leaping, 
from the. trenches, notwithstanding' 
the Qermans were firing a veritable 
fusillade of star-shells, and he was 
exposed to the view of the German 
batteries in as plain view as though 
It was broad daylight.

the group of German prisoners back 
to the rear, without the aid of any 
of his co-fighters.

the medal of the Legion of Honor— 
one of the highest gifts within the 
French government.
